Carmichael, the American

identified with the Black

Carmichael avoided respond- 
ing directly to questions as to 
whether he considers himself 
a Communist. Asked whether 
Black Power qan be equated 
to communism, he answered: 

1 Communism can be many 
things— Russian, Czech, Yugo- 
slav, Cuban. The system we" 
like best is the Cuban.” 

Of the U.S. Communist 
Party, he said: “There are no 
proletarians in the U.S. Com- 
munist Party. It is the party of 
the rich.”
